(VEGF- A121), vascular endothelial growth factor A145 (VEGF-A145), vascular endothelial growth 
factor Ai65 (VEGF- A165), vascular endothelial growth factor A189 (VEGF- A189), vascular 
endothelial growth factor A206 (VEGF- A206)5 vascular endothelial growth factor B (VEGF-B), 
vascular endothelial growth factor Bi^? (VEGF- B167), vascular endothelial growth factor B186 
(VEGF-B186), vascular endothelial growth factor C (VEGF-C), vascular endothelial growth 
factor D (VEGF-D), vascular endothelial growth factor E (VEGF-E), placental growth factor 
(PIGF), acidic fibroblast growth factor (aFGF), basic fibroblast growth factor (bFGF), or 
angiopoietin-1 (Angl). 

Claim 5 (original): The chimeric molecule of claim 1, wherein the angiogenic 
factor is Ang2, endostatin or angiostatin. 
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Claim 6 (currently amended): The chimeric molecule of claim 1 that is a fusion 
prot e in , wherein the fusion protein is_ compris e s an angiog e nic factor linked to a the targeting 
peptide by a peptide bond , -t hat sp e cifically binds to a vascular endoth e lium . 

Claim 7 (original): The fusion protein of claim 6, wherein the angiogenic 
factor is VEGF-B, vascular endothelial growth factor Bie? (VEGF- B167), vascular endothelial 
growth factor B186 (VEGF-Bige), or vascular endothelial growth factor C (VEGF-C).

Claim 28 (original): A pharmaceutical composition comprising the chimeric 
molecule of claim 1 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

Claim 30 (previously presented): The chimeric molecule of claim 1, wherein 
the angiogenic factor is a VEGF homolog. 

Claim 3 1 (previously presented): The chimeric molecule of claim 30, wherein 
the targeting peptide is selected from the group consisting of GGGVFWQ (SEQ ID N0:1), 
HGRVRPH (SEQ ID N0:2), VVLVTSS (SEQ ID N0:3), CLHRGNSC (SEQ ED N0:4), and 
CRSWNKADNRSC (SEQ ID N0:5). 

Claim 32 (previously presented): A pharmaceutical composition comprising 
the chimeric molecule of claim 2 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

Claim 33 (previously presented): A pharmaceutical composition comprising 
the chimeric molecule of claim 3 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

Claim 34 (previously presented): A pharmaceutical composition comprising 
the chimeric molecule of claim 4 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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Claim 35 (previously presented): A pharmaceutical composition comprising 
the chimeric molecule of claim 30 and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 
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
